We felt jusufiable pleasure that to ts 
had fallen the honor of having been the 
rediscoverers of the past comer of Aus- 
tralta, this time from the air, We felt, 
too, that we had opened up a new route 
of communication with our American 
neiwhbors onthe other side of the Pacific. 

But how was it all done? 

How did the Southern Cross sweep 
down that wnknown and untlown airline to 
Suva? What.was the hosis of our success? 

Those three engines tere through calm 
aml storm: throngh tushing walls of 
tropic rain; through tumbled clouds piled 
like gray thountain peaks; throug a howl- 
ine head wind and thromeh a hushed night 
sown with stars, Never was there a sem- 
hlane of hesitancy m ther bewt.

A MAXIMUM LOAD WAS ACHTEVED 
GRADUALLY 

Feasible loading was one of our biggest 
problems. As is now well known, we 
created what was then a world’s record 
for composite loading, by strecesstully fly 
ing with a Joa of 15.807 pounds, which 
gave Hs a composite land of 4.2 ponnils. 
This was done cmly after a series of hanlid- 
ing-ip lood tests, during which we carried 
loads: of 50 per cent, Go per cent, FO per 
cent, 80 per cent, Go per cent—gs pier cent 
lefore actually taking off with a full fond, 
During this test Hiehtawe created what we 
believe to be a world's record for sustained 
flight in multi-engine, heavter-than-aur 
ctincHErib by staying: aloft for itty hours 
Se Ver mifitites.

Strictly speaking, every plane that. has 
set out on a nonstop fight of 2,000 miles 
or more has been overloaded.

Six times the Southern Cross took off 
in America with loads ereqater than those 
that it had to carry on the Pacihe flight. 
Dirringe these load tests-we had to redesign 
the rudder, strengthen the fuselage, and 
fit the plane with stronger axles and 
wheels, To nvert undue strain on the 
plane in landing; we dumped 3,400 gallons 
if gasoline in test fights, aml on one test

Navication was, of course, a vital fac- 
tor in the fieht. High rate of dritt by 
aircraft isan element that obtrides itself, 
from wich the marine navigator i com- 
paratively free. An air tavigatir needs 
every. source ot information on his peosi- 
lion at his disposal, Most of our naviga- 
tidt wins by flea] reckoring—that i, oo 
compass course corrected, for compass 
errors and dritt. We corned 2 master 
apeniocdic compass mounted on a nonmnag- 
netic tripod, and three steermy compasses, 
We carned also a speed-and-critt meter, 
a peloras dritt-incdicator, smoke bombs for 
day use, and water lights to gauge drift 
at night (see illustration, page 33).

Chir tadio equipment was-one of the 
outstanding. features of the fight, We 
did not, as many people seemed! to believe, 
install radio just so that listeners on both 
stiles of the Pacific could keep in touch 
with i, The importance of radio as an 
aid to air navigation is growing, and it 
was our valuable ally on the tig fight. 
Our radio equipment was declared to le 
the finest ever installed jn aircraft, and 
repeated|y proved its wrth, We could 
send andl receive on beth long-aned short 
wuve lengths, “The long wave we tat for 
reception of beacort sigtials anil for speak 
ing to vessels fori radio bearings, [For 
khore stations we used the short wave.

We could send signals for steamers to 


tse in taking bearings that were radioed 
hack to us, and also keep in touch with the 
radio ‘beacon that was being flung across 
the ocean.

W. Lyon, a skilled marine navigator, and 


James: W. Warner, a mio operiter who 
has few peers. 

We believe that no contingency was.

Tt was 8:54 on the moming of May 31, 
128, when we took off from the runway 
at Oakland Airport ar 87 ole an hour.

In four hours: we had pot from 330 to 
330 milés between us and San Irancisco. 
Ata speed of BO ples an hour we raced 
over a cdioiftng white world of clouds. We 
could not see the neean, The cloud pests 
seemed to marshal themselves into a never- 
ending march. lt was t:129p. m, when this 
vast eray-white cloud world suddenly dts- 
integrated. The whole mass seemed to 
iow ap cat we without warning, We 
opened wp the motors and had our first 20 
tinutes of blind flving. Wr -aseended to 
2.900. feet, but the cloths followed 1s. 

At 2:18 p.m. we burst out of this gray 
Wilderness and the steel-blue plain of the 
ernan once more opened wp hetore ws. 
We came down to 1,200 feet. having te 
ceived the first cectced bumps of the fight

There was no world, We were sailing 
liziy on the Milky Way. An immense 
loneliness enveloped 1s, 
fying in this dead dream world, dawn he- 
gan to light up the sea. The fantastic hills 
itl valleys ercumblel away to a dreary, 
drifting smoke, The nioon had set. 

We opened our secon! civ oF nonstop 
fiying at 7.500 feet, with the engines still 
playing that Wagneraa syuphony above 
cur tienes, oi 3 | 
had broken their perfect harmony. We 
were 375 nautical miles from Honolulu at 
6:33 a.m, on June 4. 


IMAGINARY ISLANDS MAISE FALSE MOPES 


We glided steadily down from 7,500 
feet to 1,700 feet belew. fairly light, drift- 
ing clouds. ‘The cold air that had bitten 
ng in the higher levels often daring the 
night gave plice toa warmer, more com- 
fortable atmosphere, Then at 8:56 a. m, 
otr minds were Tiraught with a rush to 
the subject of desert nmurage. Ulm sighted 
what he teolk to be land on cor port bow, 

Clouds seemed to sweep so steeply down 
to the very surface of the ocean that he 
felt sire thar there was a chif there on 
which the vapor had piled ap, We shonk 
hands on the strength af it. Fist it was 
only what might be called cloud mirage. 
There was certainly no cliff at the bottom 
of the fleeey peak, we proved as we swept 
forward. We were deceived in this way 
ahewt ten tines.

fotoutinn was a chit that threw mias- 
sive blue shadows on the drifting film of 
vapor around at.

We were fairly confident that we were 
above the rock-girt coast somewhere about 


Hawaii, But the cloud rocks dissolved and 
we were atill flying over a steel-blue sea. 
At o:52 a m. Kingsfornl-Snuth thourht 
we had the [sland of Molokar ott our pert 
bow. But it was another of those islands 
of cloud that seemed to he drilting on the 


surface of the sea: like great pray beres. 


Another hour of false alarms about tani 
and of steady flyme throtgh this jungle of 
deceiving cloud masses tollowed before we 
did catch our first real glinypse of the Ha- 
walian group. It happened at 1o%§2-a..m.

HEAD WIXDS CUT DOWN SPEED 


Seven o'clock saw us flying blind again. 
Fight cel eal 64 i WS backing into a hear 
wind that awung and chopped, Nine 
o'clock saw us ‘still fighting the wind. 
scurrying through the rain and getting 
munya jolt, Our rosy bopes of making 
Surve, bial fader] olitth., We felt sure that 
we would reach land, but the odds seemel 
to be swinging ngamst Suva. ‘The head- 
wind whipped tp with prenter force, and 
Lilm instructed Warner to send out our 
position om short wave regularly. 
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Ten o'clock saw us ready ta whoop for 
joy—i the whoops could he heard above 
the engine racket. We decided to hand- 
pump gas from the main tank. to gravity, 


and found thar we had sewer hours’ sapply 
lett. We fad) been 30 hours m the arr. 


Smith. had flown the machine 17 hours, 
mod Whim for 13 hours, 

Then, after three tmeventiul hours,came 
the dramatic sighting of the Fiji [stands 
and the proudest moment in our lives. 
LIlm was at the controls, Smith was doz- 
ing. Ulm was not expecting lam! at that 
moment, when stiddenly, far ahead on the 
starboard bow, a small brown dome sprung 
up from the sea, Ulm swing the plane 
for it. The osallation woke Smith. He 
theught Ulm had fallen asleep at the 
eomtrols, His Intivuage was forcible and 
full of colur, “Two minutes later the sea 
sprouted land on every side—purple and 
green islands girt by ribbons of surf. 

Rain stidged out the picture for us‘as 
we glided over Koro Iskund, the last of the 
series before our destination, 

In mid-afternoon, Tune 5, we lanier! at 
Albert Park, at Suva, boaving covered a 
point-to-point distaite of 3.144 statute 
niles i 34 hours Jo minutes. 

LANDING.AT SUVA IS DIFFICULT 

We had previously arranged with the 
local authorities at Suva to remove the 

legraph wires at the northwestern corner 
of this ground, and our old Flying Corps 
fnends, Maj, Clive Joske and Capt. Sam- 
tel Ellis, had distinguishing marks out 
long before we arrived. This was tin- 
doubtedly the most difficult landing we 
bave had to make since we have owned the 
Fokker, . 

The ground was barely goo yards long, 
amd after 34 hours’ fying one is mot as 
keen as one should be. Kingstord-Smith 
handled the controls at the landing, and as 
there wasn drop of about 10 or i feet 
froin the road te the surface of the field 
itself, he brought the machine in over the 
road, dieing alot 6 mile per hour (sec 
Ulastration, page 387). At the end of the 
held was a-sharp rise covered with trees 
atid wndererowth, 

Fora tew seconds it looked as if a crash 
was certain, lat just as we approached this 
nse we could see that there was room to 
swing to the left, atid Smith ground-looped 
the machine at-exactly the right moment 
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and we finished our run without any strain 
to the machitic whatever. 

We were all stone deaf trom the con- 
tinnitins roar of the motors im our ears, ancl 
could net ever hear the cheers of the 
crowds. The Governer of Fiji, Sir Evre 
Hutson, and Mayor Marks officially wel- 
comed ws (although we could not hear a 
word of what they were saying), and we 
were motored across the field to the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, where we were entertained 
a3 the latter's guests, 

We were dead tired, and immediately 
had a het bathand went to bed. We two 
slept from 4°90 to i230 a.m: We were 
still partly: deat when we awoke, but had 
a cold meal and another shower anid felt 
better, We did not feel much like sloop 
then, so spent an hour or 50 opening hin- 
dreds of congratulatory cablegrans re- 
ceived from all parts af the world, and 
then, in the warm night air. took a walk 
over to see how the good old Sonthern 
Cress was faring, There was a guard of 
native constabulary over the machine, and 
athough they undoubtedly recognized us, 
they would not allow usta enter the bar- 
ners and have a look around. This satis- 
fied us that the machine was being care- 
fully looked after (see page 389). 

We returned to bed about 4 o'clock, and 


divided our duties next day—Snnth going 


to mspect a possible take-off at Naselni 
Beach and Ulm tispecting two grotinids 
nearer the city, both of which, by the 
way, could have been made satisfactory 
had Naselai proved unsnitahle, Smith re- 
turned with a favorable report from Nase- 
lat Beach, and we were entertained that 
night at the Governor's ball, where a 
whale’s tooth—the: symbol of the lest 
wishes possible for a Fijian to tay—was 
presented to Smith cay ott behalf by the 
oldest living Fijian, Ratu Joni Mataitini,

WEATHER ALONT TENDS TO MAKE Tit 
SWEDE MELANCHOLY 


Love of country dominates the Swedish 
people. ‘Their songs reveal a passionate 
love for the Ieauty of the land which has 
heen an timercding source of inspiration to 
Swedish poets. 

The Swede’s reputation for melancholy 
| attriturte wholely to his susceptibility to 
the vagaries of the weather, He is gloomy 
at the very thought of autumn, hariinger 
of the dark winter months, AI] the russet 
Porpeousness: of ap and Ohchoher 
is wasted on him. He is quick to lament 
the lmefoess of the season of light. Re- 
mind him of some event im the past and 
he is likely to say reflectively, “( th, yes, 
that wae the year the summer fell on a 
Tuesday.” 

Tn that respect he is the arch pessimist. 
Stockholm, to be sure, is in very nearly 
the ‘same latitidle as the southern tip of 
Greenland. ‘This means that approxi- 
mately twoethinds of the country lies in 
latitudes generally considered umn tavorable 
to habitation and growth. Fut the climate 
of the Scandinavian Peninsula, with. its 
jagged coast Tine sweeping down majesti- 


cally fram: polar regions into the North 
ane Balte seas, ts tempered by the warm 
Adtiuntic drift, which fullows the western 
coast of Norway and dips also into the 
Skarerrack.
